Supply of Twelve Hundred, Fourſcore Sixteen Thceuſand Pounds , ex- 
tending to Eighteen Months Cels ; Which New Supply is to be | aiſed 
and Uplitced out of the Land-Rent of this Kingdom, in the ſame Man- 
ner, and conforrm to the Proportions of the Shires and Buighs, con- 
tained 1n the (1xth Act, ſecond Seſltion, and the teventh AR, fifth Seſſion 
of this Current Parliament, Dated the ſeventh of Ju-e, One Thouſand 
Six Hundred and Ninety Years, and twenty of Je One T houſand Six 
Hundred and Ninety Five Years, providing always that the Proportions 
of Burghs be Rated and Payed, as their Taxt Rolls now is, or ſhall be 
ſetled by themſelves, and this Supply to be paycd at the Terms follow-

are alive, and have qualified themſelves according to Law, or (hall qua- 
lifie themſelves betwixt and the firſt Tueſd:zy of November next to come, 
and ſuch others as ſhall be nominat in this preent Seſſion of Parliament, 
to be Commiſſioners for Ordering and Uplifting this Supply, with the 
ſame Power to them fo choiſe their own Clerk, and to do every thing 
that may concern the ſaid Supply, as is preſcribed and appointed by the 
ſaids As, holding the ſame as repeated herein; And Ordains the ſame 
Execution to paſs for in-bringing thereof, as is provided by the ſaids Als 
in all points: And Ordains the firſt Meeting of the {aids Commiſſio-

Perſons to be Commifhoners as they ſhall think fit, And His Maj-fty 
with Advice and Conſent forelaid, does Declare, that all Clauies cons 
tained in the former Acts of Parhament and Convention of Fſtates, in
